LETTER TO ELECTION 
OFFICERS 
INTERPRETS 
DECISION 
BY 
FOCHT OF APPEALS. 


Oklahoma City, Aug. I.—In a letter 
to the secretaries of county election 
boards sent out yesterday, the state 
election board holds that voters who 
have registered as independents may 
change their registration if they so 
desire and that a registration certifi­ 
cate should be a satisfactory evidence 
ot party fealty. All voters must be al­ 
lowed to vote under the certificate of 
the party •with which they have align 
ed, the board rules. 
Finally the letter warns election of­ 
ficers that the primary election must 
be an honest election. 
Following is the letter of Ben W. 
Riley, secretary of the board: 
This board has construed the pri­ 
mary election law as to the voter’s 
right as follows: 
In cities of the first class where 
the voter registers as a democrat, re­ 
publican, socialist or prohibitionist, 
he must vote as he registers, and in 
all other precincts the same law ap­ 
plies. In a case in the criminal court 
of appeals in which a decision was 
handed down yesterday, the election 
board s position was sustained. I wish 
you would instruct your various in­ 
spectors in your county to see that 
this is carried out; not permitting the 
I socialists and republicans to call for 
a democratic ticket in the various pre­ 
cincts, but let them vote for the par- 
ty they have aligned themselves with, 
unless they desire to affiliate in the 
future with the democratic party A

Wednesday afternoon, 
between 
and 3 o'clock, the south bound Ffisco 
passenger train was wrecked about a 
mile south of Francis. The tender and 
all the day coaches left the track, only 
the engine and the rear trucks of the 
Pullman remaining. Although the pas­ 
sengers were considerably shaken up, 
only two ladies from Texas were in­ 
jured in any way, but neither of these 
seriously. 
The train was due at Ada at 11:35 
a. rn., but because of the bad wreck 
near Wetumka the night previous, the 
train had detoured via the Rock Is­ 
land, and was over two hours late. 
The trucks of the tender first left 
the track and the cars followed, tear­ 
ing the track the entire length of the 
train. None of the cars was overturn­ 
ed, and all couplings held which ac­ 
counts for the fact that the passeng­ 
ers suffered so little. The engine was 
brought to a quick stop and the train 
was stopped within the distance of its 
own length. 
It is said that one of the two ladies 
who was slightly injured, was on the 
train wrecked at Wetumka the night 
before and had started to return home | 
only to be caught in another wreck. 
The north bound train due at Ada 
at 4:05, started to the scene of the 
disaster and the truck of the tender 
left the track just out of town, but 
was quickly righted and the train 
proceeded to the rescue.

Oklahoma City, Ok., July 31.—Rul­ 
ing of the Criminal Court of Appeals 
in the habeas corpus case brought in 
Oklahoma county that those register­ 
ed, as independents have no standing 
in the primary election will exclude 
from next Tuesday’s voting a large 
number of Oklahoma electors. It will 
also prevent those affiliating with one 
party to vote the ballot of another. In 
large numbers democrats and repub­ 
licans in cities of the first class this 
year registered as independents, un­ 
der the belief they w’ould be permit­ 
ted to exercise a free will in select­ 
ing nominees of the party whose tick­ 
et they were inclined to vote in the 
fall, and the decision comes as a se­ 
vere blow to this class, since it was 
not delivered until after the time for 
registering had clewed. 
The court’s ruling is 
particularly 
disastrous to the ultra progressives 
of both leading parties. Many demo­ 
crats wanted to follow* the progres­ 
sive wave by assisting in the nomi­ 
nation 
of 
progressive 
republicans, 
while there were republicans wanting 
to support Wilson and Marshall and 
thought the only way they could do 
so w'as by registering as independ­ 
ents. 
The Bull (Mooters have been 
delivered a body blow also. In scores 
they registered as independents, pro­ 
posing to vote in the general elec­ 
tion for the democratic nominees in 
event the Rooseveltian < hances were 
on the wane at election time. The de­ 
cision has no application to the gen­ 
eral election. Then the voter enters 
the election booth with a sheet bear­ 
ing the names of candidates of all 
parties. Previous registration cuts no 
figure upon how' the elector votes, and 
affords the progressive republican or 
strictly independent voter an oppor­ 
tunity to cast his ballot for Wilson 
if he desires. 
The court’s decision is directly con­ 
trary to the ruling of Attorney Gen­ 
eral West, who held on numerous oc­ 
casions that the elector could, under 
the Oklahoma law*, do as he pleases, 
irrespective of his registration. How­ 
ever, he w’ould be limited in his pri­ 
mary choice to the candidates on one 
ticket only. The opinion sustains the 
ruling of Ben Riley, secretary of the 
state election board. Copies 
of 
the 
court’s decision will be sent to all 
election officers, Riley says, with in­ 
structions to rigidly enforce it. The 
affidavit rule will also be exacted by 
requiring that the elector agree to 
support the nominees of 
the 
party 
whose ticket he votes in the primary. 
There is no way to enforce the affi­ 
davit requirement, particularly for the 
general election, but as 
a 
general 
thing, Riley says, men are honest, and 
if they agree to a situation they will 
abide by it. 
It is expected Gov. Crime will rec­ 
ommend to the next legisature tight­ 
ening the election laws so the voter 
will have no option as between tick­ 
ets in the primary election, but re­ 
quire him to vote as he elects to reg­ 
ister.

APPELATE COURT 


TEXT OF OPINION 
IN 
PRIMARY 
ELECTION CASE. WHO MAY 
TOTE IN PRIMARY 


OPINION BY DOYLE. 
Indiscriminate voting regardless of 
party affiliations in primary elections 
is not the law and the opinion sent 
out from the office of Attorney-Gen­ 
eral West to the effect that voters 
are free to call for the ballot of any 
party in the primary, regardless of 
party affiliations, is not in conform­ 
ity with the provisions or the consti­ 
tution is the holding of the Court of 
Criminal Appeals in, an opinion hand­ 
ed down Monday by Judge Doyle. 
Concurring opinions were* also handed 
down by Presiding Judge Furman and 
Judge Armstrong. 
The opinion was handed 
down in 
the matter of the application of Lee 
F. Wilson, an election inspector, w’ho 
was arrested Friday on a charge of 
having 
refused to deliver to W. P. 
Oloonan, an elector, the ballot called 
for in the primary election of 1910. In 
his application for a writ of habeas 
corpus it twas set out that there was 
no basis for arrest; first because there 
was no allegation that Cloonan was a 
member of the Democratic party on 
August 2, 1910; 
second, that there 
was no allegation that Cloonan had. 
at the last general election, voted the 
Democratic ticket; 
and 
third, be­ 
cause there was no allegation that 
Cloonan intended to support the nom- 
nees of the Democratic primary at 
the general election 
for which 
the 
nominees were being named. 
These -were the propositions in­ 
volved in the conflicting opinions sent 
out to the election officials by Attor­ 
ney-General West and Ben Riley, sec­ 
retary of the election board, and it 
was on these three that an Appellate 
Court opinion was sought. 
Doyle’s Opinion. 
Judge Doyle’s opinion is based upon 
the constitutional and statutory provi­ 
sions for a mandatory primary. The 
constitutional provision contemplates 
that only electors who are members 
of political parties shall participate 
in the primary election for the selec­ 
tion of candidates for the respective 
parties, and shall then vote only the 
ballot of the party of which they are 
members, and those electors who are 
non-partisan, having no party affilia­ 
tion, are relegated to their right to 
participate in the nomination of can­ 
didates for elective offices by petition 
in the manner provided for by the 
primary election law. 
Judge Doyle, after quoting from the 
mandatory primary provision of the 
statutes, says, “political parties are 
voluntary associations 
for 
political 
purposes, having wfstinct 
aims 
and 
opinions on some or all of the leading 
political questions of controversy in 
the state in which they are formed. 
They are 
governed by 
their own 
•usages and establish their own rules.

to the home of Andy Griffin, an uncle 
of Potts, who lives seven miles south- 
east of Clarksville. 


In formation came to the officers at

theory that Griffin is harboring the 
fugitive or that Potts has sought his 
assistance in eluding capture 


Tonight excitement at Clarksville 


was intense and 300 men were orga- 
nized to continue the search tomor- 
row Five hundred men are expected 
tomorrow to join the forces working 
around Clarksville 


While 2,000 men and boys have been 


scouring the cross timbers in Red 
River coumty, a large party of offi- 
cers and citizens at Mount Pleasant, 
the former home of Tedford, have 
been trailing a negro believed to be 
Potts slncemorning. 


The hunt at Mount (Pleasant began 


when Will Ray said he had seen a ne- 
gro resembling Potts, barefooted and 
bareheaded, five miles north of Mount 
Pleasant Sheriff Cooper 
and Con- 


stable Smith accompanied by a large 
number of citizens went in search of 
the negro and followed his barefoot 
tracks up a branch toward the west 
for several hundred yards and lost 
the trail.

LETTER TO ELECTION OFFICERS 


INTERPRETS 
DECISION 
BY 


OOITBT OF APPEALS. 


Oklahoma City, Aug. 1 —In a letter 


to the secretaries of county election 
boards sent out yesterday, the state 
election board holds that voters who 
have r3glstered as independents may 
change their registration if they BO 
desire and that a registration certifi- 
cate should be a satisfactory evidence 
of party fealty, lAll voters must be al- 
lowed to vote under the certificate of 
the party with which they have align 
ed, the board rules. 


Finally *he letter warns election of- 


ficers that the primary election muet 
be an honest election. 


Following is the letter of Ben W. 


RHey, secretary of the board: 


"This board has construed the pri- 


mary election law as to the voter's 
right as follows- 


"In cities of the first class where 


the voter registers as a democrat, re- 
publican, socialist or prohibitionist, 
he must vote as he registers', and in 
all other -precincts the same law ap- 
plies. In a case in the criminal court 
of appeals in which a decision was 
handed down yesterday, ttae election 
board's pQs^aon was sustained. I wi»h, 
you would instruct your various in- 
spectors in your county to see that 
this i* carried out, not permitting tne 
socialists and republicans to call for 
a democratic ticket in 'the various pre- 
cincts, but let them vote for the par- 
ty -they have aligned themselves with, 
unless they desire to affiliate in the 
future with the democratic party. A 
registration certificate should be sat- 
isfactory evidence of party 
fealty 


You are more familiar with the lo- 
cal conditions in your own county 
and more able to handle this position 
butt on the above lines the criminal 
eourt of appeals sustains this board.

change his registration, T would not 
hesitate Ito comply with his request.

HARD BLOW TO 


INDEPENDENTS 


Oklahoma City, Ok., July 31.—Rul- 


ing of the Criminal Court of Appeal* 
in the habeas corpus case (brought in 
Oklahoma county that those register- 
ed, as independents have no standing 
in the primary election will exclude 
from neat Tuesday's voting a large 
number of Oklahoma electors. It will 
also prevent those affiliating with one 
party to vote the ballot of another. In 
large numbers democrats and repub- 
licans in cities of the first class this 
year registered as independents, un- 
der the belief they would be per^nit- 
ted to exercise a free 'will in select- 
ing nominees of the party whose tick- 
et they were inclined to vote in the 
fall, and the decision comes as a se- 
vere blow to this class, since it was 
not delivered until after the time for 
registering had closed. 


The court's ruling is particularly 


disastrous ito the ultra progressives 
of both leading parties. Many demo- 
crats wanted to follow the progres- 
sive wave by assisting in the nomi- 
nation 
of progressive republicans, 


while there were republicans wanting 
to support Wilson and Marshall and 
thought the only way they could do 
so was by registering as 
independ- 


ents. 
The Bull iMoasers have been 


delivered a body blow also. In scores 
they registered as independents, pro- 
posing to vote in the general elec- 
tion for the democratic nominees In 
event the 'Rooseveltian chances were 
on the wane at election time The de- 
cision has no application to the gen- 
eral election. Then the voter enters 
the election booth with a sheet bear- 
ing the names of candidates of all 
parties. Previous registration cuts no 
figure upon how the elector votes, and 
affords the progressive republican or 
strictly independent voter an oppor- 
tunity to cast his ballot for Wilson 
if he desires. 


The court's decision is directly con- 


trary to the ruling of Attorney Gen- 
eral West, who held on numerous oc- 
casions that the elector could, under 
the Oklahoma law, do as he pleases, 
irrespective of his registration. How- 
ever, he would be limited in his pri- 
mary choice to the candidates on one 
ticket only. The opinion sustains the 
ruling of Ben iRiley, secretary of the 
state election board. Copies of 
the 


court's decision will be sent to all 
election officers, iRiley says, with in- 
structions to rigidly enforce it. The 
affidavit rule will also be exacted by 
requiring that the elector agree to 
support the nominees of the 
party 


whose ticket he votes in the primary. 
There is no way to enforce the affi- 
davit requirement, particularly for the 
general election, but as a 
general 


thing, iRiley says, men are honest, and 
if they agree to a situation they will 
abide toy it. 


It is expected Gov. Cruce will rec- 


ommend to the next legisature tight- 
ening the election laws so the voter 
will have no option as between tick- 
ets in the primary election, hurt re- 
quire him to vote as he elects to reg- 
ister. It is a little difficult to determ- 
ine what the Oklahoma election law 
provides. Legislatures at every session 
have taken a whack at it Members of 
both parties have done the same, and 
it is almost certain, whether the gov- 
ernor recommends changes or not, 
bills will be offered seeVing to cor- 
rect the evils as 
the parties view 


them. Republicans are circulating pe- 
titions to initiate their "fair election 
law."

TEXT OF OPINION 
IN PBIKABT 


ELECTION CASE. WHO MAY 


VOTE IN PRIMARY 


OPINION BY DOYLE. 


Indiscriminate voting regardless of 


party affiliations in primary elections 
is not the law and the opinion sent 
out from the office of Attorney-Gen- 
eral West to the effect that voters 
are free to call for the ballot of any 
party in the primary, regardless of 
party affiliations, is not in conform- 
ity with the provisions ot the consti- 
tution is the holding of the Court of 
'Criminal Appeals in. an opinion hand, 
ed down Monday by Judge Doyle. 
Concurring opinions were- also handed 
down by Presiding Judge Furman and 
Judge Armstrong. 


The opinion was handed 
down in 


the matter of the application' of Lee 
P. Wilson, an election inspector, who 
was arrested Friday on a charge ot 
having refused 
to deliver to W. P. 


Cloonan, an elector, the ballot called 
for in the primary election of 1910. (In 
his application for a writ of habeas 
corpus it was set out that there was 
no basis for arrest, first because there 
was no allegation that Cloonan was a 
member of the Democratic party on 
August 2, 1910; second, that there 
was no allegation that Cloonan had, 
at the last general election, voted the 
Democratic ticket; and 
third, be- 


cause there was no allegation that 
Cloonan intended to support the nom- 
nees of the Democratic primary at 
the general election for which the 
nominees were being named. 


These "were the propositions in- 


volved in the conflicting opinions sent 
out to the election officials by Attor- 
ney-General West and Ben Riley, sec- 
retary of the election board, and it 
was on these three that an Appellate 
Court opinion was sought. 


Doyle's Opinion. 


Judge Doyle's opinion is based upon 


the constitutional and statutory provi- 
sions for a mandatory primary. The 
constitutional provision contemplates 
that only electors who are member; 
of political parties shall participate 
in the primary election for the selec- 
tion of candidates for the respective 
parties, and shall then vote only the 
ballot of the .party of which they are 
members, and those electors who are 
non-partisan, having no party affilia- 
tion, are relegated to their right to 
participate in the nomination of can- 
didates for elective offices t>y petition 
in the manner provided for by the 
primary election law. 


Judge Doyle, after quoting from the 


mandatory primary provision of the 
statutes, says, ".political parties are 
voluntary associations for political 
purposes, having tffstinct 
aims and 


opinions on some or all of the leading 
political questions of controversy in 
the state in which they are formed. 
They are 
governed by 
their own 


usages and establish their own rules. 
The constitutional provision and the 
primary law enacted in pursuance 
thereof was intended for the protec. 
tion of the party and of the cTWzen in 
his rights as a member of his politi- 
cal party and guarantees to him the 
right to express, through the ballot, 
at a primary election, his wish as to 
the conduct of affairs within his own 
party. If this were not so, an elector 
participating in a primary election 
would be powerless and without any 
method or means of protecting the 
right conferred upon him by the con- 
stitution and the law." 


In regards to the right of the inde- 


pendent voter in primary elections, 
Judge Doyle says: "If che independent 
voter, or the voter affiliating with an 
opposition party, can vote at the pri- 
mary election of the party with which 
he has no political affiliation and 
thereby control the nomination of a 
party to which he is opposed the con- 
stitutional guaranty that 'the election 
shall be free and equal' would be de- 
stroyed." 


Further interpreting the statut e, 


Judge Doyle further holds that 
the 


right to challenge 
intervenes (when 


there is a question of party regularity 
in the voter's method of casting his 
ballot.
